SAN FRANCISCO 一 A special 
investigation team of KPIX Chan- 
nel 5 looks into the garment fac- 
tory situation in Chinatown this 
Week. The four-part series began 
Monday，May 18， in the 11 pm 
news broadcast. 

Reporter Gregg Risch found a 
Sweatshiop located. four blocks 
from a fre station. When he 
showed a fire inspector video tape 
of the shop，the inspector admit- 
ted that the interior is full of viola- 
tions and that a_ serious fire could 
be fatal to workers. However, the 
inSspector told Risch that there are 
no Immediate plans to examine the 
Shop. 

NAMUES 

Risch also revealed the names of 
well-known California dress com- 
panies which craft their fashions in 
shops that are "in apparent viola- 
tion of the law.” 

"Doing this Story was a real 
challenge,”said Joe Honig, execu- 
tive producer for Special Projects 
at KPIX.“ “First it required weeks 
of observation and research before 
we _ could _ even begin shooting.

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Bronze EXxhibit Shines 


-With Grace and Skill

LOS ANGELES 一 The second 
Imajor archeological exhibit to 
tour the US from China，the 
Treasures from the Bronze Age of 


China exhibit currently at the LA 


County Musuem of Art， has 
attracted Some 150,000， visitors 
during its showing here， It will 
close here on June 10，and travel 
to Boston for its fifth and final US 
showing from July 22 to Septem- 
ber 30， 

The 105 objects displayed 一 
which include jade pieces，terra- 
cotta figures，and an iron belt，as 
well as bronze work 一 possess 
such grace and imaginative de- 
signs that are bound to delight and 
intrigue American audiences. 

PROCESS 

Spanning various cultures. and 
societies dating from 1800 BC to 
the jlst century BC，the display 
provides insight into the tre- 
mendous achievements of China's 
Bronze Age，At the beginning of 
the exhibit，a display case outlines 
the process of casting bronzes， 
A solid mold of the object is first 
made in clay，complete with the 
intricate designs,，and the model is 
then inverted，and packed with 
clay which copies the form in 
portions. The outer surface is then 

scraped (which determines the 
thickness of the bronze); vent 
holes are made，and the portions 
of the model are then fired to 
earthenware hardness,， The pieces 
are then reassembled around the 
core; the model is heated before 
the bronze is put in, and the mold 
is broken off before it is all cooled. 
The resulting bronze would then 
be burnished, Some of the pieces， 
even those of sophisticated form 
一 are single cast; others 
involved several separate phases of 
Casting. 、 

Starting with simple-lined，ex- 
tremely graceful bronze Works 
from the early bronze age，the 


bronzes Progress to more ela- 
borate，larger pieces，Bronze was 
a scarce .and Well-treasured 
commodity， and the “pieces 
included were largely rituajistic in 
function or owned by the ruling 
class. 

The intricate designs on the 
bronzes emphasized frontal 
symmetry and an abstract depic- 
tion of animal motifs. A few of the 
bronzes are actually designed to 
depict entire animajls in more 


Tealistic form， Some of the later 


bronzes included are topped with 
elaborate, and realistic-appearing 
animals，many of which look 
incongruous and .clumsy in 
comparison with the simple，well- 
balanced lines on the vessels main 
forms， 
MOVING- 

Along with wine vessels， 
bronze-vast . drums and food 
vessels, the bronzes exhibited also 
include large standard tridents 
and a set of 14 bells，8 of which 
are inlaid with gold，The gold 
inlay allowed the bells,to produce 
two tones，wWhich thereby facil- 
itated the performance of fairly 
complex compositions， 

Six horse-drivers and chario- 
teers and two horses made from 
terTactotta end ， the exhibit. 
Originally part of a 7,5000- 
figure strong terracotta army,， the 
8 figures are arranged on a low 
Platform with photos of their 
excavation site on the surrounding 
walls. As impressive as the bronzes 
are With their intricate designs 
and remarkable workmanship， 
these terracotta figures may be 
considered by many to be the most 
moving part of the exhibit， Life- 
size，and exhibiting an Uncanny 
grace and patience，the terra- 
cotta 古 gures are truly awesome， 
displaying a skill and a grandeur 
of past days that is unlikely to_be 
repeated.

Wen Fong, a special consultant at 
the Metropoljlitan Museum of Art， 
became interested，Letters were 
exchanged between the Metropol- 
itan and Chinese officials，and in 
1978 Dr. Fong visited China， In 
February 1979, Metropojlitan Mu- 
seum Director Philippe de Monte- 
bello visited China and negotiated 
with the Chinese for the inclusion 
of some of the most important 
pieces in the exhibit, 
”APPRECIATION 

Yinghao Mai，Curator of the 
Guangzhou Museum， who is 
travelling with this Bronze 
exhibit， explained some of .the 
Chinese concermns， 

“We had one large concern : 
many Chinese dontunderstand or 
appreciate these bronze 了 pieces; 
can American audiences accept or 
like them?.. .But now that 过 has 
travelled, I realized that American 
audiences do have an understand- 
ing and appreciation._ of these 
pieces，American visitors to the 
exhibit are not even satisfied with

Taiwan has，in ITecent years， 
produced a number of epic-scale 
war films, Usually they are heavy 
on a Specific message，reasonably 
well-crafted，and they occasion- 
ally feature good performances by 


famous actors. Of these films，Tje 


Colaest Winter 识 Beijing，which 
opens on May 21 at the Sun- 


Sing Theatre on Grant Avenue， is 


the most ambitious and the most 
controversial. 
，The story of the film is set 
during the Cultural Revolution in 
China. This is the first time the 
Cultural ”Revolution has been 
shown in a Taiwanese film，and 
one of the first times it has been 
dealt with so directly anywhere， 
In the 70s，Celia Tong，a film- 
makerbased in Hong Kong, made 
-astill unreleased film called Cjimna 
Behind， According to reports， 
China Behina is about a handful 
of young people who escaped to 
HK from China in thelate 60s and 
the_ Cultural Revoltuion ,is only 
talked of，but not shown in the 
和 lm ， 

TABOO 

Until fairly recently，question:- 
ing the Cultural Revolution in the 
media was taboo in China， 
Although current releases like 
Trovbled Laughter，which . was 
screened at the “Chinese Film 
Eestival and will start a three-

day run at the Roxie Cinema on 
May 31, did show glimpses of the 
miserable life during thbhe heyday 
of the Cang of FEour, it is doubtful 
that the -Cultural Revolution 
itseljf would be criticized so 
violently and severely on fm by 
the Chinese in the near future. 
The Coladest Winter 如 _ Beijing 
under this peculiar situation 
becomes a_ film that is watch- 
able only because of its potential. 

The film opens with a fine and 
funny scene. Chu Ming (Played by 
Chan Chun),a high official of the 
Chinese Communist Party，is on 
his way':to a meeting，The car， 
which is driven by an unfriendly 
driver，breaks down on a remote 
country road. While the driver is 
fixing 过 ,Chu becomes bored and 
gets out of the car. 

He soon sees a peasant passing 
by with a cart，Hoping to get 
aride，he yells out “Comrade， 
comrade' to the peasant，only to 
find himself totally ignored，Just 
then the :car is started，and the 
driver immediately begins to drive 
off， Chu chases after iti，and 
eventually gets in，The scene is 
somewhbat underplayed，and has 
charm and a strange sense of 
humor， 


IFEFUNEREAL 
Pai Ching-Jui， the director， 
takes his material very seriously. It 
is as 让 he is holding his breath 
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throughout the course of the 
whole movie, The funereal atmos- 
phere of TPpe Coldest Winter 访 : 
Beijing is expected and under- 
standable, but the unimaginative 。 
manner in which it is handled is a 
SUIprise， 

Pai，who studied filmmaking in 
Italy，has shown great Promise 
with his first film， 于 omely SeDem- 
teen, miade in the mid-60s. His use 
of cinematic language in that film 
was fresh and quite excellent， and 
过 was a bright debut by a talented 
director， After a series of highly 
successful comedies， Pai made 
Goodbye Ah Za7ig，his best work 
to date, It is a big disappoint- 
mentto find that he has lost all his 


personal touches 雇 The Coldest  . 


VWinterim Beijing, and that a film- 
maker who once seemed to know 
his medqium so well has become a 
rather clumsy storyteller， 

Other than the opening 
sequence, there is only a moment 
in which Pai lets himself loosen 
up. JIn this very short scene， 
foreigners are shown ”taking 
Photographs of model citizens 问 
front of their model homes. The 
subtle，ironical wit of this scene 
makes it my favorite in the film. 

沁 SPY 

Shen I-Fou，the main char- 
acter of The Coldest Winter 
Beijing is a young man arriving 
home after spending ten years 
studying abroad. He is warmly 
welcomed，generously offered a 
Position at the Academy of 
Sciences， and happily reunited 
with his family and his ex= 
-girlfriend, Lo. 

But things soon take a perverse 
turn，Lo is acttually sent by the 
Chinese Comrmunist Party to Spy 
on him. His younger brother turns 
out to be a radical Red Guard. 
And his father，under the cruel 
treatment of the opposing political 
power in the” government， 
commits suicide,， She is accused 
of murdering his father，and is 
sent to _ hard labor camp in the 
north. Years pass, and after thefall 
of the Cang of Four，he is once 
again back in Beijing. He learns 
that he has fathered a child with

MESSACGES 

The film could have been inter- 
esting 让 ii had concentrated on 
studying the characters， Unfor- 
tunately，Pai is so preoccupied 
With conveying messages， that 
Shen remains basically 
two-dimensional. 

There are some: very moving 
scenes，Imost noteworthy the one 
in which Chou, played by veteran 
actor Ker Jin-Shiung, strangles his 
young son to _ death. But the film 
jacks power， Editing is often 
sloppy， the music arbitrarily 
dubbed in. Scenes that should 
have been cut out are included 
just to show how rotten the 
Communists are 一 for example， 
the comical sequence in which a 
barefoot doctor unveils 。 her- 
self revealing a lusty lioness. 

The most saddening fact, in my 
opinion，is The ColdestVWinter 访 
Beijing never becomes what 让 
could have been.
